“You take them and scH them at Singa- 
pore apd then come back and tell me wherd 
they are and what. tiey aré.doing.”, Wit- 
ness told the other boys' what he had heard, 
and they made up their minds not to go 
by the steamer.’ Witness went up to Afuk 
and said that he and the other buys wanted

to go ashore, ‘but Afuk ‘told them it was 
too late. A clansman of witness was on 
board and heard. him. crying, -and’ gave in- 
formation, to° the Police ‘which led to the 
arrest of the prisoner, Afuk haying left the 
steamer before? y° :

arm to ward off tho blow, and I then struck:
